Hia father 
way a fiery Primitive iVTethodist 
local preacher, but ran a grocery 
store in between meetings to pay 
expenses. It was too bad, though, 
that he was fond ot a pipe, but 
people in those days used to cbnsider 
that beer and tobacco were "good 
creatures of God," and so probably 
he lost no influence through it. In 
these days, however, we wou'd be 
apt to say that a preacher had '|'sone 
to the devil," if he Itept such per- 
nicious "creatures" ia his house. 

As soon as Tom was old enough, 
he was set to earn his own living, 
and made a promising start as a 
news-boy. He then tried carpenter- 
ing, but, getting tired ot that, started 
to work for a stone mason. That did 
not suit him for long, however, and 
lie finally found his vocation in life 
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US a conmiercial traveller. As lie 
v.as a genial sort of eliap. witli 
abundance of humour and good 
nature, and willing to put himself 
out to oblige everybody, he bad great 
snccess, and in a few years could 
conmiand as good a siil;u'y as inost 
men in his profession. 

It was all through an accident that 
he met his wife. One day be got his 
leg broken, and was carried to the 
hospital. Now, a certain fair damsel 
was vi.siting her sick brother on that 
day, and her heart was stirred with 
compassion as she saw the stalwart 
and good-looking Thomas being car- 
ried in on a stretcher. It must have 
been a case ot love at first sight, 
and, as is usually the case, a way 
was soon found whereby the ac- 
quaintance could be ripened, Tom 
still remembers the lovely cups of 
hot bovr'.l she m-aed to make him. 
When he got better, he made a 
poin'- of regularly calllug round at 
the house where she lived, ;iuat to 
Bee her br!>lher as be said. Well, to 
rrint;.i :< ^yi^t ;.lT;V-,r '■"'>rt, they got 
;■,.,.. r.ea, .mid lived very happily to- 
gether for some time. 

At this tieri.jji u'i his life, Tom re- 
sided In Bradford, and be often at- 
tended the mee'iings ot The Salva- 
tion Army, where God spoke loudly 
to his heart, convicting him of his 
need of salvation. Sometimes he 
would sit iu his seat trembling with 
emotion, and wishing that someone 
would come and speali to him about 
his soul. Everybody passed, him by, 
however, and time after time he 
went out ot the meetings with a 
iieavy heart. 

Just a word of encouragement at 
this critical period would have re- 
sulted tn his accepting Christ, but 
someone failed to do their duty and 
so Tom failed to get the vlctoiy. 
Had anyone spoken to him in those 
meetings, he might have been saved 
from many years of sinning and 
have done a very useful work for 
God a.nd The Army. . "What a lesson

This old 
mail rejoiced in the name of "Water 
Sammy," and he gave Toni such a 
lecture that the ■ big, good-natured 
fellow could not resist his invitation 
to sign the pledge.

Mysterious Volcanic Workings. 

It is hardly supposed that, a party 
of men belonging to a revenue cutter 
v/ho landed on the island of BoRoslaf, 
in the Bering Sea, had faith enough 
to believe that some person had re- 
rnoved two mountains which y/ere 
formerly on the island, by Uie same 
girt. Anyhow, they were not there 
when the men visited the island a 
weeit or two ago. Volcanic activity 
i.as done wonderful work in that 
region, and the face of nature is 
quite changed. Two imposing pealis 
have disappeared, and a bay ha.s 
been transformed into a lake, in the 
midst of which two small islands 
have appeared. The Ifike is composed 
of warm sa't- water of a temperature 
of about 71 degrees. One of the 
islands is discharging quantities of 
steam. 



Wireless Telephony at Sea. 

Every day almost, brings tidings 
of some new, and more or less won- 
derful invention. Of the latter day 
triumphs, wireless telegraphy cer- 
tainly stands in the front rank. The 
world was astonished when the first 
wireless telegraphy made its appear- 
ance, but even that seems quite an- 
tiquated now, when typewriters and 
lighting plants are worked by this 
marve'.lous power. 

The wireless teleplione has now 
successfully entered into the deep- 
sea fishing industry. For some rime 
experiments have been conducted by 
the wireless telegraphy station at. 
Brant Rock, which is equipped with 
a wireless telephone, with a small 
vessel stationed among the fleet of 
the south inhere fishermen twelve 
miles out in Massachusetts Bay. Re- 
cently, it is saitl, the fishermen 
■wished to learn the prices ruling in 
the Boston market. The operator on 
the 'wireless-fitted boat called up 
Brant Rock and telephoned the fish- 
ermen's request. The land operator 
asked Boston, and the answer was 
sent back to the. fishermen witli very 
gratifying results. 



A New Submarine Link. 

Qcean and earth are already cov- 
ered with a complete network of 
cables and telegraphic wires, many 
of which are kept "hot" all the year 
round. A new cable which promise.^ 
to keep its operators from any 
lengthy idle spells, is tlrat which i.'3 
being laid from St. John's Newfound- 
land, to New York, connecting with 
one of the trans-Atlantic cables at 
Flemish Cape, just East of St. .John's.

To offset this 
yearly waste, the childrerij are be- 
ing educated labout the dangers of 
tuberculosis and the methods to be

,the school year Just closed, over 
, 3,500,000 of j the 17,000,000 Bchool 
children in tne United States, the 
society states have received such 
training.

lirivilege of addressing oui- youthful 
forces i'ace to face, ■ai:;n slionliil 1 
j-'iy'? And the thoiigi'it came back, one 
thing 1 wotild say — pioueei' work is 
often very hard, ]a:',o;';ou.s toil invo'v- 
ing much sacrifice of comforts, and 
stri-ss and strain to luind, body and 
spirit.

But, though, in cou- 
seqnence, I have been a great suffer- 
er for years, and laave many times 
thouglit my lite vyould be the price of 
my service, 1 . have never, in tlie 
darkest niomenii oi pain, weakness 
or depression regrettetl a sacrifice 
made' or tear shed for my i-ord, or 
any aervioe I have rendered in the 
effort to save the lost and outcast. 
My only regret has been, and ever 
is. that physical inabiilty precludes 
tlie possibility ot rushing on with the 
same enthusiasm as I was honoured, 
in doing for over twenty years. Per- 
sonally. I can say nothing stronger 
than that it T had the years to live 
aga'n, go far as serving The Army 
and trying to .\v;i:<;..-,§iOuls to Jesus, T 
would act ex?i'3'tly -;. the same 'way 
and make the rame^jhoice as I did ' 
twenty-flve year?* -ago. 
A Further Word,

NOTHER Army Officer 
iSi| has met with a sudden 
and unexpected death 
in the person of Cap- 
tain Lucy Horwood. 
Pull accounts as to the manner in 
which she met with the fatal accident 
have not yet reached us. We gather 
from a newspaper report, however, 
that she was, riding on a handcar, 
when the descendiE' ''-,;^,inn of the 
handle struck herjf theii back, break- 
ing her. spinal cd^ ijie accident 
occurred on Thursday ' evening, July 
15tb, and she died on the forowing 
Sunday morning at three o'clock. 

This sad news, coming so soon, 
after that of the drowning fatality 
at Sarnia, has caused much sorrow 
in The Army ranks, and especially 
■ amongst the Ofiicers land Soldiers 
of London, Ont., out of which Corps 
the Captain entered the! Field five 
years ago. 

Our promoted cornrade was one of 
•a Salvation Army family. She came 
to Canada with her parents when 
very young, and was destined to be- 
come an Officer in our ranks from 
early chlklhood. All her training 
was towards that end, and when old 
enough, she became a Corps-Cadet.

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EnsigsiBeft&a Brace and Her Sister Daisy Meet Theit 
Death Its the St. Clafr Rfver at Sarnla, 




)N Friday afternoon, July 
16th,' the sad news of 
a tei-rible tragedy at 
'Sarnia, was flashed 
over the wires to Head- 
riuarters, and everyone was pained to 
hear of the' sudden cutting olf of one 
of our most bright and pi'omising 
lassie Officers, together with i her 
younger sister. Further particulars 
are .now to hand, and we glean the 
I'ollowiug information from a local 
paper; — 

"The St. Clair River c'.aimed two 
more victims this afternoon. Ensign 
Bertha Brac«, of the local Salvation 
Army Corps, and her sister, Daisy 
Brace, of Boston, were drowned 
while in bnthing at a point ,iuHt be- 
low the T'ere Mavipiette station. 

Tire fatality hajipened about 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, and in view 
of several members of Tlie Salvation 
Army, who were powerless to help. 

Daisy Brace, who was a steno- 
grapher, arrived in the city a few 
clays ago on a visit to her sister. 
Sl!e was an expert swimmer and was 
anxious to go for a bathe. Ensign 
Bertha could not swim, but, a'ong 
with some lady friends went down 
to .see her sister show her skill. On 
arrival at the spot, Daisy coaxed her 
sister to go in too, and after some 
reluctance she consented. 

Da'sy had been in the waler just 
a few minutes, when her sister 
w:aded out to where she was stand- 
ing. Daisy struck outi from the 
shore and the elder girl followed. 

Suddenly Bertha got beyond her 
depth .ind cried to her sister, who 
immediately swam to her rescue. 
The moment Daisy reached her side 
Bertha grabbed her and bo;h girls 
sank. 

The peop'e on shore ran for help, 
and soon as possible a number o£ 
men were on the scene. 

The body of the elder sister rose 
to the surface three tiimes, only to 
6'nk again, each time farther down 
the r-ver. Daisy's body did not 
come up. 

Bns'gn Brace was generally known 
in Sarnia and was popular as an OfH- 
cer and also among a large acquaint- 
ance. She was 29 years of age and 
her sister wag 21." 

Upon hearing of the fatality, Lieut.- 
Colonel and Mrs. Sharp at once pro- 
ceeded to Sarnia. On Saturday the 
Colonel seuV us a te'egram as fol- 
lows; — 

"Mrs Sharp and myself arrived 
at Sarnia and found the message we 
had received that Ens'gn Brace and 
her s'ster Daisy had been drowned, 
was on'y too true. They went in the 
rirver bath ng, and were not aware 
that near thej place they went in 
the channel was thirty feet deep. 
They were only in about ten minutes 
and Daisy was swimm.'ng, but En- 
sign could not swim and appeared to 
bp| coid, and Capta'n. .Cooper, who 
was on the shore, called her out, but 
she said it was warm in the water, 
and went in again. When she got 
near her sis'er she seemed to trip, 
a.nd, as she a'd she caught hold of 
. Daisy,- who tr'ed to he'p her, but lost 
*>iix-' owr| foot'ng, and without any 
.ggle' they both sank. Captajii 
jper immediately raised the aj?' i, 



and everything has been done, but 
as yet the bod'es have not .been 
found. They dragged the river until 
ten o'clock last nighi. and started 
at daylight again this .morning." . -

In 1903 she was ])romoted to Captain 
and sent to take charge of Bear 
River. Glace Bay, Eastport, Sackville, 
St. John II., and Carleton followed, 
and then she left the East;ern Prov- 
ince for Toronto. Both at Yorkville 
and Wyohwood she worked with con- 
spicuous success. She was sent to 
Sarnia a few months ago and re- 
ceived her promotion to Ensign in 
April of this year. 

Ensign Brace was an Officer who 
had v.he strongest convict'.ons as to 
Ker duty, and she courageously went 
forward in the pathway God marked 
out for her in spite of cons'derable 
opposition. It was ch'.efly through 
her influence that her sister Daisy 
became a Salvationist. Some time 
ago the Ensign wrote a short article 
for the War Cry for the encourage" 
ment of those who might be hesitat- 
ing as to whether they should be- 
come Officers or not. This is part of 
what she wrote: — 

"As a Field Officer in The Sana- 
tion Army, 1 am engaged in a M'ork 
that gives me the greatest satisfac- 
t'on in mind and soul, and contrib- 
utes :n a really wonderful way to ihe 
health ot my body. Before becoming 
an Officer, 1 was very delicate, some 
thought I was consumptive, but the 
open a'r work and the conditions of 
my ijresent mode of living, , have 
been the making ot me. I was also 
naturally very backward and shy, but 
I fincl God has given me grace to 
spend my life in a way that is p eas- 
ing to him. . . . bet who will 
seek after I'ame, wealth ard pleasure 
of the world. J want oniy to live and 



die an Officer in The Salvation 

Araiy." ' - ■ 

Miss Daisy Brace wa-s devotedly 
attached to her sister. For some 
time she was at Toronto Headquar- 
ters as stenographer. She then went 
TO Boston Headciuarters, and was on 
a visit to the Ensign when the un- 
expected fatality occurred. She was 
a quiet, retiring ' young lady, but, 
like her sister, had the courage of 
her convictions and gave promise of 
deve'oping into a very useful worker 
in The Army.. We cannot fully un- 
derstaud why two such honoured and 
useful yoimg women should thus be 
suddenly summoned into tlie Pres- 
ence Qi: the Eleinal, but we must 
trust ill the All Wise Providence of 
God and believe that all thin.g-g work 
together for good to them that love 
Him. Our deepest sympathies are 
extended to the bereaved parents, 
relatives and irieiids, and ^'e in'ay 
that they sha'l experience in a very 
real sense the comfort of the Holy 
Ghost. 

LATER DETAILS. 

,lust as we were going to press, a 
letter arrived from ly'ent.-Colouel 
Sharp, cont;iiii!ng the latest jjartic- 
iilai-.s as to the drowning accident at 
Sarnia. He says: — 

"The Eus'gu had not been tceiiug 
we'l for some time, and could not 
sleep at nights. She was advised 
to go in ba'ihiiig, as this might help 
her to sleep better. Her sister was 
an expert swimmer and had been in 
tlie water several times since visit- 
ing the Ensign, Init the Ensign had 
not been in before this season, so 
she decided to go in with Daisy that 
aljernoon. The general battling iilace 
where the crowds go, is along Lake 
Huron beach, on the north-west side 
of the city and the water is quite 
safe here, there being no current, nor 
yet any depth for quite a distance 
out. But the En.sign seemed anxious 
to go in at a place where it was 
more private. The Treasurer of the 
Corps lived down on St. Clair River, 
about one mile from our Ha'l, 
and she informed the Ensign that 
there was a good place near them 
for bathing, so they decided to go 
there. 

"When about ready to go into the 
water, the Treasurer's husband urged 
them to keep close to the boathouse, 
for if they went' two or three hun- 
dred yards down it was more danger- 
ous, as there Was a deep channel and 
a strong current Strange to say, 
when they came down to the water, 
instead of going to the place where 
Mrs. Sheltis advised them to go, they 
went to the place that Mr. Sheltis 
had warned them was d'angeroiis. 

"The place where they went was 
a nice sandy beach, and runs out 
for about tvwenty-flve feet from one 
to Eour feet in depth. Then siuUlenly 
the channel starts and there is a 
deeii embankment of nearly thirty 
feet. Da'sy^ had been swimming out 
a few moments and had got into the 
current, but the Ensign stayed near 
the shore. Captain Cooper- pleaded 
with her to come out of the water, 
'as she seemed to be shivering with 
cold. She came out for a short 
time, but stated that tiie water was 
lovely and went in again. 

"This time she waded out towards 
Da'sy, hut suddenly she slipped. I 
expect she had reached the edge of 
the embankment, and had stepped 
into the channel. When going down 
she clutched a*; Daisy and they both 
_sank. They rose to the surface, imt 



uttered no cry, and went down th& 
second lime, each one having a hand 
raised. The third time their heads 
came to the surface of the water, but 
by this time ihey were in the cur- 
rent and going rapidly down the 
stream. Captain Cooper and the 
Treasurer did not realise at first that 
Uiey were drowning, but thought 
they were only having some fun. 
When they realised the danger .they 
raised a cry and a man from ; the 
chain worits near by came and dived; 
in at once, but could not see anything- . 
of them. Immediiately the alarivi was 
raised the Chief of PoMce had three 
boats out and had the river dragged 
from fiv(^ o'clock up nill ten-thirty. 
The next morning tliey were out 
again at 4.30. All hope of finding- 
the bodies has been given uii until 
seven or nine days have elapsed, when, 
ir is thought that they may lie found 
down the river about twelve miles 
or so. either at St. Clair Flats or 
Coui-Miglil Beach. 

The Chief Secretary, on behalf of 
the Commissioner and T. H. Q. Staff, 
has written letters of condolence to 
flip bereaved relatives, and also tft 
Captain Cooper.

How It Has Developed fj;om tfae Ptimitive Bucket to the 
Splendid .Steam Fife Engines of To-day. 




HE subject of the pre- 
vention and extinction 
o£ fire is beginning to 
engage the attent'on 
of fcui'ders and civic 
autlioritiea as never liefore, so tliat 
it seems imiiossible that tlie fearful 
conflagrations that liave devastated 
all great towns for centuries can 
e-fer occur again on anything . lilie 
ttie same sca'.e. In the old days, 
— -when a fire once got a good start, 
■here was ])ract:ca"ly no attemiit to 
jtop it, .and the flames swept on till 
there was nothing' more to burn. 

Fire of London. 

It is easy to understand how the 
great fire of Ijondon was possible, 
.eyea so late as 16G6, for the art of 
combining for fire extinction did not 
really dawn on the people' until IGOS, 
ivhen the first regular and perman- 
ent establishment for fire insurance 
■was founded by the veteran Hand in 
Hand Office. ' Pliny, writing in 70 
A.D., refers to a form of flre-engine.

■faut -It -was not until the subject of 
insurance -was tacVed that any really 
'serious attempt 'was made to meet 
; the ; dread -enemy. Tbat is about two 
dred years ago, and even then 
V organisation was so crude that it 
A'as left to such private enterprise 
as a fire insurance company, and not 
to the community as vested with, 
municipal . power, to meet the emer- 
gency which bad levelled London .so 
Often. That is to say, the insurance 
: companies, in sheer self-defence, had 
to establish fire brigades ot tjheir 
_ own. ;

example. It depicts the terrified 
citizens drawn up in lines' from the 
burning building to the quay, hand- 
ing a'.oug buckets of water to be 
poured 'on the blazing mass. What 
could be more futile than this, even 
had the buckets been full to the 
brim? But before they reached the 
top of the dizzy ladder, you may be 
sure that each bucket had splashed 
halt of Its contents on the draggled 
citizens, whose excitement wou'd 
make the hands unsteady. In contra- 
distinction to this scene of dreary 
desolatton, the inventors designed a 
picttire of i.heir own peerless appar- 
atus and unparalleled pluck. You 
are shown the sect-on of a remark- 
able building', in which all the six 
floors are blazing at one and the 
same time, while the joists renuiin 
intact-^and that, 'Ibo, in an age when 
non-flammable wood was unknowu! 
Not only are there two engnes, 
worked by hand, punii)ing water on 
the fire, but sympathetic neighbours 
are found squirting water across the 
whole breadth of a street. 

The Invention of the Steam Fire 
Engine. 

The fact is, that the art of fire ex- 
tinction made no real progress until 
the introduction ot steam for the 
purpose of pimiping up water. The 
pioneers of the . steam fire-engine 
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much was lost by the Continental 
and Indian Companies. Nor is this 
all, for a great mass of property 
destroyed by fire is uninsured. In 
fact,, an insurance expert, estimates 
the total loss bv fire in the civilised 
world for one year as $22,'j,000,000.

were the famous Merryweathers. 
They introduced a patent double- 
cylinder fire-engiue, which won for 
them the first gratid prize at the 
Internatilonal. Exhibition, held in 
iR'hat is Tlow the Crystal Palace, in 
1863. If the Exhibition had done 
nothing more than organise its com-, 
mittee, for the BheouragerQent of 
Improvements in Steani Pire-Engines 
we would be grateful to it. This 
committee was presided over by the 
late Duke ol: Sutherland, who -was an 
Jaiithusiastic amateur fireman, and 
Bused to keep an engine ot his own 
'in; London. . The Merryweathers 
named this doiib'e cylinder engine 
after him. It was capable of throw- 
ing 'a two-inch stream of water to a 
distance of 180 feet, and stood the 
test of lifting water through its suc- 
tion-hose vertically to a height of 
201/6 feet from the pumps. Since 
then great progress has been made, 
so that the Greenwich pfitterh of 
the steam fire-engine, such as the 
London Pii'e Brigade rises, is capable 
of pumping 1,6G0 gallons of water 
per minute.

A fine young specimen of thei 
takin, which, next to the okapi, is thet 
rarest and least-known ot the rumin- 
ants, has been placed on exhibitioa 
at Piegent's Park, London,., England.

'Very little 
is known of their habits, as tliev are 
na'Jives of the highlands ot Tibet, 
and have, been seen by very fewi 
white sportsmen, while no example!

Several years ago a single speci- 
men was captured, after killing one' 
hunter . and wounding another. It 
was taken to India, but died as a re- 
sult of eating aconite, and its skull 
and skin were sent to the British.'
